Dealer if you are traveling, have moved a 
long distance or need emergency repairs. 
Warranty repairs will be made with Ford 
Authorized Service or Remanufactured 
Parts.

After the first 12 months or 12,000 miles but within 
36 months from the earliest date of original retail 
delivery or first use, if the original battery is found 
to be defective, it can be exchanged for a new 
Motorcraft battery of equal or greater capacity on a 
pro rata basis at any Ford or Lincoln-Mercury Dealer- 
ship or Motorcraft battery Dealership. For each 
month remaining in the 36-month period the pro 
rata credit will be 1/36 of the current suggested 
retail price of the battery being replaced. 


This pro rata warranty period applies only to vehi- 
cles used for normal service. For batteries installed 
in police cars or taxicabs, the Dealer can advise of 
the adjustment period applicable to the battery in 
the particular vehicle. 


TIRE ADJUSTMENT REFERENCE 


Tires are subject to separate service adjustments, 
during the life of the original tread, offered by the 
manufacturer, not by Ford or the Selling Dealership. 
If you have a tire problem, take your vehicle to a 
representative of the tire manufacturer. Your Selling 
Dealer will help you discuss tire problems with the 
tire manufacturer’s representative if you need as- 
sistance. 


The policies of the various tire manufacturers gen- 
erally provide that if during the life of the original 
tread a defect in factory material or workmanship is 
found in a tire installed on the vehicle when it was 
delivered, credit will be given toward the purchase 
of a new tire at the tire manufacturer’s Adjustment 
Base Price. The credit is based on the amount of 
original tread left on the tire. The owner will be 
charged for taxes, and in some cases, transporta- 
tion and/or service charges may be made. Damages 
resulting from a defective tire are not covered. 


Following is a List of 
Frequently Asked 
Warranty Questions: 


WHAT SHOULD | DO TO OBTAIN 
WARRANTY SERVICE? 


The Dealership where you purchased your ve- 
hicle has the responsibility for performing war- 
ranty repairs; therefore, take your vehicle to 
that Dealership. On occasion, your Dealer may 
be required to contact Ford prior to performing 
a warranty repair to enable evaluation of the re- 
pairs required. If you are traveling, have moved 
a long distance from your Selling Dealership, 
or need emergency repairs, any Ford or Lin- 
coln-Mercury Dealership will do the warranty 
work. The Ownercard placed in your vehicle 
when it was delivered should be presented to 
the Dealership for prompt warranty service. If 
you encounter a service problem, refer to the 
service assistance section in your Owner's 
Manual for suggested actions. 


IS THERE A BREAK-IN ADJUSTMENT 
PERIOD? 


All Service Adjustments”*: 


e Carburetor and Distributor (one time basis 
only). : 

e Door, hood and trunk lid. 

e Cooling and Fuel System cleaning (caused 
by contamination during assembly). 

@ Oils, lubricants and fluids (when not sup- 
plied in proper amounts during assembly). 

e Trim and glass alignments. 

e Wheel alignments and balance. 

¢ Tightening of nuts, bolts and fittings. 


that are not caused by defects in materials that 
are covered for 12 months/12,000 miles, but 
are refinements in fit, alignments and perfor- 
mance, that are required in normal use, will be 
provided free of charge to the owner for the 
first 90 days. After the 90-day period, such 
service adjustments will be considered normal 
maintenance resulting from use and will be 
charged to the owner.

WHAT IS THE WARRANTY COVERAGE 
ON THE EMISSION SYSTEM? 


Refer to the Emission Systems Warranty and 
Maintenance Schedules in the Owner’s Man- 
ual for complete details of this coverage. 


WHAT ITEMS ARE NOT COVERED 
BY THE WARRANTY? 


Under this warranty, repair or replacement of 
parts is the only remedy, and loss of use of the 
vehicle, loss of time, inconvenience, commer- 
cial loss or consequential damages are not 
covered. 


In addition, damage from accidents, fire or 
other casualty, misuse, overloading, negli- 
gence, or racing, or failures caused by parts 
not supplied by Ford or by modification of any 
part of the vehicle are not covered by the war- 


ranty. 


The labor, parts and lubricants’ costs of all 
maintenance services will be charged to the 
owner. These maintenance services include 
the replacement of parts such as spark plugs, 
filters, wiper blades, headlight alignment, 
PCV valve, brake and clutch linings, engine 
belts and hoses, and the addition of oil due to 
normal wear and use. 


This warranty will not apply to any vehicle reg- 
istered or normally operated in a country out- 
side the United States or Canada. 


HOW DO | REPORT A CHANGE 
OF ADDRESS OR OWNERSHIP? 


You should request your Dealer to report to 
Ford any change in address or ownership. 
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
